Elllff, who has written nu- 
Imerous articles on the FBI 
and Is now working on a book

One, dated May 9, 1966. wai 
written to Sullivan, then head 
of the domestic intelligence di- , 
vision of the FBI, hy his 
deputy, Charles D, Brennan, 
The memo outlined tite ra- 
'flonaie for starting an FBi 
program to "expo.se, disrupt, 
and otherwise ncuirnlizc the 
1 activities" of the New Left.

The second memo, ...da ted 
ApTHTTriPTl, alsfrW^T^t- 
ten by Brennan, then head of 
the Intelligence division, to 
Sullivan, then assistant to 
Hoover. That memo said the 
eounterlnteiligence programs, 
fwhich the FBI called COIN- 
TELPROs, should bo clrscon-j 
tlnucd "(or security reasons 
because of their sensitivity.” i 
Elllff cited s memo that, 
filoovcr sent to field agents the 
next da,v that said, "Effective j 
Immediately, all COINTEL- 


PROS operated by this bureau 
are discontinued," 

Suiiivan, reached Isst night 
at his home In Sugar Hill, 
In.H., said several FBI men 
working for Brennan thought 
up the program. "1 had noth- 
ing to do with tha thought be- 
hind it hut 1 approved it 1,001 
per cent," he said. "And I was 
1 esponsihle for It." 

■ Eliiff told the SenMo suh- 
rommiitee he learned of Sulli- 
van’s role in the 1970 survell- 
Isnee plan that was named for 
a former White House aide, 
Tom Charles Huston, from- 
several Interviews with Suili-’ 
van and with current FBI offh 
cials. 

Suiiivan confirmed Eiiiff’s 
description of him as the act- 
ing chairman of the working 
group that devised tlie plan, 
wlilcit Pres'dent Nixon ap- 
proved in July, 1070, then re- 
scinded five days later nt the 
Insistoucc of Hoover. Huston 
has sineo said he told Mr. 
Nixon at the time that the 
plan w,is lilegnl. 

Sullivan said that tlie inieill- 
gonce community rcpresen<ed 
oii the working comnjittoo was 
feoncorned over the Fill's Ina- 
bility to Solve "the bombings 
an d.kiUlRgy that were going 
on at the time.” 


He said he sugg ested rej n- 
sUrcein«it*of old iecnniqtlts, 
Including burglaries, which the 
/FBI had used at least since 
1926 and which Hoover had 
discontinued In mid-1966. But 
he said, that others on the' 
commiitee advocated their 
reinstatement, too, and that 
the 'Tluston plan" was there- 
fore a group effort. 

”1 accepted it as traditional, 
government policy," Sullivan 
|fsaid- Hoover later told him he 
was ‘worried that the plan was 

•tob dahg^ous," and both he 
and the director outlined 
Hoover’! objactlons In foot* 
notes to Uio plan Itself, Sulli- 
van added. 

In hi! testimony, Elllff out- 
lined a fascinating power 
.struggle between Sulllvsn, 
jfwhom he called the FBI’! 
^’.leading intellectual," and Ho- 
over, who ultimately . forced 
.Suiiivan to resign In October, 
11971. Hoover died In May, 
1972. i 

Referring to the counterin- 1 
ieliigence operations, Elliffj 
said, "While Hoover approved | 
those me.vsures, Sullivan 
chafed under the director’s 
other rcstrietlons For exam- 
jple, FBI agents were barred 
from undo cover Infiltration 
of New Left groups. Instead, 
Itlicy hadto jotruit Informsnls 
and sources from outside the 
bureau’s ranks." 

However, Eliiff related, be- 
fore the 19(>8 Democratic con- 
vention In Chicago, Sullivan 
^'defied Hoover s rule and as- 
signed several unmarried 
ageuis from the local field of- 
fice to grow long hair and 
beards and join the protester!,

The late J. Edgar Hoover 
Issued orders calling on FBI 
agents across the country to 
expose, disrupt, . and “other- 
wise neutralize” a variety of 
black, white and left-wing 
groups from Jfl6l to 1970. 

The targets were the Black 
Panther Party, six unnamed 
“black nationalist-hate groups” 
and aix unnamed black lead- 
ers, the Ku Klux Kian and 
nine unnamed white “hate*’ 
groups and the Socialist 
Workers Party. 

FBI tactics against the tar- 


gets Included fabricating doc- 
I uments so they would appear 
I to be ‘pilfered from police 
files.” planting spies pretend- 
ing to be “disgruntled police 
employees," and discrediting 
leaders of extremist groups In 
their own communiHes. 

These disclosures came in 
seven severely censored docu- 
ments that the FBI released 
yesterday to NBC newsman 
Carl Stern, who had .sued for| 
I release of the Hoover memos 
under the Freedom of Infor- 
: mation Act. 

They were the second of a 
. series of secret memos re- 


leased by the Justice Depart- 
Iment In response to Stern’s 
suit. The first two memoa, 
made public last Dec. 6, dis- 
closed Hoover’s counter-intel- 
ligence program (called COIN- 
TEl#PRO) against the New 
Left that went from 1968 to 
1071. I

memo. 

It said that one black lead 
er. whose name is deleted but 
mbo may be Malcolm X, “mfght 
,have teen such a ‘mcsslah’;

assassinated In 1963. 

The memo listed other 
names, all deleted, who, it said, 
"all aspire to this position." 
One leader, whnse name Is 
blanked out but who may be 
the TS-year-old Elijah Muham* 
mad, head of the Black Mus- 
lims, "Is less of a threat be- 
cause of his age," the memo 
said. •* — ^ 

Another would be messiah, 
whose name was deleted but 
was probably Martin Luther 
King, eould "be a very real 
contender for this lotion 
should he abandon his sup- 
posed ‘obedience’ to *whlte, 
llbernl doctrines’ (nonviolence) 
|and embrace hiack national- 
lism," Hoover wrote, The man 
"has the necessary charisma 
to be a real threat InJ this 
way,” Hoover added. 

In the same memo he noted 
that in the summer of 1967 
leaders of an unnamed group 
being watched by the FBI were 
brought to the attention of po- 
lice in an unnamed city. 

"They were arrested on ^v- 
eiy possible charge until they 
could no longer make bail," 
Hoover said. As a result, they 
spent most of the summer in 
jail and no violence took place 
that could be attributed to 
them, he added. " *■ 

Hoover's 1968 memo refer- 
red to the tense summer the 
year before when Detroit and 
Newark erupted in bloody riots 
that killed 69 persons and in- 
jured 3,500 in the two cities. 

He noted that In 1068 the 
counter-intelligence program 
against black organizations was 
being carried out by 41 FBI 
field officea. Besides trying 
to head off the rise of a "mes 
siah," the program was design 
ed to prevent the coalition of 
"militont black nationalist 
groups.” 

In explaining. Hoover w.-jm- 
ed, "An effective coalition of 
black nationalist groups might 
be th^ first step toward a real 
‘Mau Mau' in America, the be- 
ginning of a true black revoiu 
tion." ' -- 

Other goals included prev- 


lenting vlolenee. keeping such 
groups from attracting young 
members, and preventing there 
"from gaining respectability.” 

Hoover told his agents, "You 
must discredit these groups 
and individuals to, first the 
responsible Negro commun- 
ity,” then to the white commu- 
nity, especially Uberala "who 
have vestiges of sympathy for 
militant black nationalistfa] 
simply because they are Ne- 
groes. ^Ird, these groups must 
be dl^edited in the eyes of 
Negro radicals, the followers 
of the movement," 

Hnover outlined his "dis- 
ruptive-disinformaiton opera- 
tion” against the Black Pan- 
Ithor Party (BPP) In Oakland 
land San Francisco in a May, 
III, 1970, memo: 

I "Xerox copies of true docu- 
'tnents, documents subtly In- 
corporating false Information, 
and entirely fabricated docu- 
ments would be periodically 
anonymously mailed to the 
residence of a key Panther 
leader,” he proposed. 

They would be on police and 
FBI stationery and If they 
were supposedly FBI docu- 
ments. they would be marked 
as "early Indicating they had 
|f]iea,” he said The Panthers 
would be made to think they 
'came from a "disgruntled po 
nice employee sympathetic to 
ithe Panthers,' 

Then phony documents! 
would be prepared "pinpoint ' 
ing Panthers as police or FBI I 
informants, ridiculing or dis-. 
crediting Panther leaders 
through their Incptne.ss or 
'perosnal escapades, espousing 
as "clearly indicating they had 
personal phiiosophics and pro- 
moting factionalism among 
BPP members. Indicotlng 
electronic coverage where 
none exists, outlining ficti- 
tious plans for police raids or . 
other counteractions, reveal- 1 
ing misuse or misappropri-' 
atlon of Panther funda . . 

A Dec. 24, 1970, Hnover 
memo noted that a leader, 
whose name was blanked nut 
but who was probably El- 
dridge Cleaver, had "bmken 
with the . . . organlzalJnn." 

An Ocl. 12. 1981. Hoover 
memo on the Socialist Work- 
ers Party said it should be dis- 
rupted "along simliar lines" 
to the way the FBI attacked 
the Communist Parta s — 
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Former YIppie leader 
has lost the first round In Kls Icgsl bat* 
tic to stay out of prison for the next 
15 years. 

New York Stste Supreme Court Judge 
Abraham Kalina dismissed a motion 
entered by Hoffman and two other co* 
defendants which challenged New York’s 
drug laws.

According to the 1970 edition of^the 
(Encyclopedia Britannica, the FBI is "The 
investigative arm of the United States^ 
Department of Justice .... It does not^ 
evaluate the results of its investigations or 
recommend prosecutive action. In general, 
f the FBI is responsible for the enforcement of 
all federal criminal statutes with the ex- 
ception of those specifically delegated to 
other federal agencies. The jurisdiction of the 
I.FBI covers more than 160 federal in- 
vestigative matters encompassing two major 
categories: General investigations and 
domestic intelligence. In the latter field, the 
(FBI has responsibilities in matters of es- 
pionage, sabotage and subversive activities. ”

Why then, in light of the FBI’s mission — 
which does NOT include evaluation of the 
results of investigations or recommending 
fprosecutive action — did the FBI embark on 
May 10, 1968, upon a secret campaign to 
"expose, disrupt, and otherwise neutralize” 
the new left in this country? The campaign 
lasted almost three years. Hoover ordered 
the campaign, and cancelled it on April 28, 
1971. 

There are certain gut reactions to the 
jiFBI which deserve parsing out. One is that 
any criticism of the bureau is subversively 
I motivated. Another is that all that the FBI 
does is dangerous.

[ reporting the activities of all domestior 
subversives, left and right, but that It is ex-l 
temely dangerous for the bureau to exceed its( 
mission and take direct non-channel coun- 
termeasures against individuals or groups It 
dislikes. 

I It IS the proper (unction of the FBI to 
keep close track of potential subversives. It is 
(not the proper function of the FBI to disrupt 
or neutralize any LEGAL activities, however 
(pernicious Hoover or other FBI men might 
think those activities to be. 

In 1968 and later, anti-war demonstrators 
seemed paranoid in their suspicion that the 
I FBI was disrupting their work. In light of the 
Hoover directive, it appears they were right. 

( Hoover directed the bureau to become 
involved in political work. It wbuld be 

( suicidal for a free country to allow its fed'iral 
police agency to become involved in political 
activities in behalf of any persuasion. 1 

I The revelation that Hoover, without tell- I 
ing his boss, the attorney general, got the 
(FBI involved in political activities is pro- 
foundly shocking because it is profoundly 
dangerous to freedom. It is subversive 
because it destroys faith in the bureau's im- 
partiality and even in its capacity to obey the 
law. 

^ Like Watergate, the FBI activities that 
(exceeded the FBI mission to investigate but 
not evaluate need thorough investigation by 
Congress. This nation does not need political 
police or thought police, who would destroy 
freedom in order to save k. 

And by the way, the Encyclopedia

I Hoover issued his directive in May, 1968, at a 
lime of massive national disorders fomented by a 
network of Communist, Socialist, Marxist and oth- 
er radical extremist organizations. These included 
the Communist Party USA, the Students for a 
Democratic Society, various “antiwar” groups and 
the Socialist Scholars Conference, with agents on 
university campuses from coast to coast. 

The Socialist Scholars Conference, organized in 
1965, outlined ils central objectives, in a position 
paper issued June 14, 1970, as first “A Permanent 
Social Revolution” and next "Seizure of State Pnw - 
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■ . Nfw.. Left slialcgy, as described by A Uee Wid 
ner fn her brilliant study of Socialist subversioi 


ner in her brilliant study of Socialist subversion, 
“Teachers of Destruction,” had -Jour chief alms: 
1. Destroying the U.S. system orjustice by elimi- 
nating impartiality and substituting socialist bias 
in our courls. 2. Disrupting domestic tranquility 
by aggiavating discontent over real and imagined 
grievances and by instigating riots and demonstra- 
tions calculated to lead to violence- 3. Dismantling 
our military defense system by undermining the 
morale and might of our armed forces. 
4. Wrecking the productive capacity of our great 
industries, which make weapons for our defense 
and consumer goods for our prosperity and well- 
being. 

Also on the New Left agenda, Mrs. Widener 
wTOte three years ago, long before the Watergate 
episode and its overblown sequels, were plans to 
bment extreme domestic crises and to force the 
abdication” of President Richard M. Nixon. I 

Meanwhile, the promotion of drug addidionj 
I mtipatriotism, pornography, sexual deviation, Irrej 
sponslblo behavior patterns and rejection of sound 
values — features of the New Left’s "cultural 
revolution” continued to do their damage. 

For reasons as yet not made public. Hoover 
Iterminated the FBI’s New Left operation and oth- 
er counterintelligence operations against the Com- 
munist Party and other extremist groups in April. 
1971.

I undeniable proof that the 
agency set up a formal program 
to infiltrate and disrupt wholly 
legitimate political organizing. 

The seven Bureau Cointelpros

[ The two documents, released 
as a result of a suit filed by 
Ralph Nader’s Freedom of 
Information Clearing House, a 
public interest law group, on 
behalf of Carl Stern, NBC 
investigative reporter, were the 
directives thtough which the 
late FBI czar J. Fxlgar Hoover 
set up and then discontinued the 
Cointelpro - New Left. The 
attack on the New Left was 
initialed on May 8, 1968 and 
discontinued on April 28. 1971. 
We learn of the other six 
programs only because the 
directive which terminated 
Cointelpro - New Left was the 
same order that discontinued 
the other six Cointel 
programs. It is not known 
when the other six programs 
were initjated or for how long 
tTiey" lunclioned. « 


ThcHoover direct ive .that 
ended 7hese programs was 
apparently part of the Bureau’s 
frantic response to the first 
revelations from the so-called 
Media Files. On March 8. 1971, 
a still-unknown group called the 
.Citizens’ Commission to 
linvestigate the FBI burglarized 
»the Media, Pa., oflice of the FBI 
and took all files, bulletins, 
dossiers and Bureau internal 
documents • everything hut the 
toilet paper - while the agents 
and practically every other red- 
blooded American boy were 
home watching the Clay-Liston 
fight. Three weeks later, they 
began to mail hatches of 
finternal FBI documents to 
ne wsma n and lawii tak^rs^ . 
^irv^dling' with the Bureau s own 
ffiles the FBI’s policies and 
programs of political 
repression. The Citizens’ 
Commission, still unapre- 
hended today, kept sending out 
batches of documents over the 
following several months with a 
devastating effect upon the 
Bureau's public image. (Led by 
Washington Post, which ignored 
threats and pleas from then 
Attorney General John Mitchell 
Jand Hoover, the press spread 
'before the nation the first hard 
documentary evidence of the 
/extent to which the FBI 
had become a' political police 
agency, a guardian of orthodoxy 
daunted by neither the 
Constitution nor the Bill of 
Ibahls.) ^ 
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^A.Hoca; er directive of May 14.^ 
1968 set forth the goals ana 
purposes of Cointelpro-Ncw 
Left. “The purpose of this 
program is to expose, disrupt, 
and otherwise neutralise the 
activities of the various New 
Left organizations, their 
leadership and adherents,*’ 
wrote the Director. “We must 
frustrate every effort of these 
groups and individuals to. 
consolidate their forces or to 
racruit new or youthful I 
adhegnts^ ^ | 


* 'irf every i n sfa ft ceT 
consideration ahould be given to 
disrupting the organized 
activity of these groups and no* 
op^rtunity should be missed to 
capitalize upon organizational 
and personal conflicts in their 
leadership." 

fAll Bureau offices, H<x)ver 
ordered, must follow the 
activities of New Left 
organizations and its key 
activitists “on a continuous 
basis" to take advantage of all 
counterintelligence opp- 
ortunities and “also inspire 
action where circumstances 


warrant..^ - . . 

*^i}ie unexplained phrase 
“inspire action” is understood 
by veteran bureau watchers to 
refer to agent provocateur 
activity - such as that 
documented in the activities of 
Boyd Douglas in the Berrigan 
Case in Harrisburg and of 
l^bert Hardy in the Camden 28 
iCase • where the FBI infiltrator 
became the prime mover in 
initiating and organizing illegal 
activity to trap anti-government 
activists. 

The “immediate termination" 
order on all seven programs • a 
Aypical action by Hoover, who 
governed the Bureau with hlunt 
awcMing directives • may have^ 


played into the ifliern^ 
bureaucratic war ongoing in the 
Bureau at that time. The order 
itself, however, brings to mind 
the rash of H<»ovor memos in 
iMarch of 67 limiting on-campus 
IfBI activity after a Ramparts 
expose on CIA funding and 
infiltration of the National 
Student Association caused a 
puhikatproar. ^ 

(Hw)ver - fearful of the flak 
from the Media exposures • 
terminated the programs, at a 
time when the thrust of 
administration policy and 
internal Bureau politics was 
pushing for more, not less, 
“infiltrate and disrupt” 
propamg . 

I Hoover ended the programs in 
May, 1971. In July. 1970, 
presidential security advisor 
Tom Charles Hu.ston received 
President Nixon’s approval of a 
domestic security program 
which called for increased illegal 
electronic suh'eiliance, illegal 
mail inspection, break-ins, and 
intensified informer tactics 
against dissident American 
citizens. Putting all his preatige 
on the line, and reportedly 
threatening to expose the Nixon- 
ordered “Kissinger taps” of the 
newsmen and high government 
/officials. Hoover forc^ Nixon to 


witlidraw the Huston plan, biTt 
Huston continued to maintain a 
drumbeat of White House 
(criticism that the FBI was being 
too soft on domestic dissent. 

It was after Hoover issued the 
directive cancelling the 
Cointelpro operations that the 
Ideputy director of the FBI. 
William Sullivan, formerly head 
of the Bureau’s Domestic 
Intelligence Division, stole the 
records <»f flic “Kissinger taps" 
(from the FBI Hies and dclivergd 
na'iif lifAsst. Attorned General 
Robert Mnrdian who turned 
them owT to John Krlichman. 
Sullivan’s theft was apparently 
|an attempt to disarm Hoover 
and gain White House support 
fior himself as Hoover’s 
successor. But the old man put 
them all down and wiped out his 
bureau opposition in the fall of 
1971, firing Sullivan and 
demoting Cheater Brennan, 
then head of the Domestib 
ItllUiriBpftce Division. 


In Au gust. 1970, aft er Hooyey 
had torpedoed the Huston plan 
in July, the Bureau . held an 
important internal policy 
conference on the New Left, 
according to Bureau insiders. 
From the circulated Media 
Files, it is obvious that the 
Bureat^ responded di rectly, to 


the tiTreat and aiSvanc^d 
criticism by Huston. From 
memos of the special agent in 
charge at Media to hia agents we 
sec the impact. The agents were 
ordered to restructure coverage 
of. the left into a split, 
jurisdiction, the “New Left" and 
the "old” left, and were urged to 
step up interviews with young 
left activists to (in the oft quoted 
and notorious phrase) heighten 
the endemic paranoia and 
strengthen the fear “that there 
lis an FBI agent behind every 
mailbox.” Hoover also first 
authorized at this time the 
recruitment of informers under 
21 years of age - something 
Huston had pressed for in his 
oborUd program. 

tin the same Media memos, 
circulated on September 9, 1970, 
after a briefing on the 
Washington conference, the 
a^nts were warned to keep a 
tighter rein on agent 
provocateurs. “There have been 
a few instances where security 
informers got carried away, 
during a demonstration, 
a ssaulted.p olice, etc.”) , 
Academicians who worked • 
with the Bureau in the summer 
of 1971, after the Cointelpros 
were cancelled, report that top 
Bureau officials were willing to 
admit to them that the agency 
•was still using counter- 
intelligence agents to in- 
filtrate and fadionalizr the 
Black Panthers. It seems that 
Cointel programs among block 
militants, particularly the 
Pnnther.'<, were cunt in tied. 
Indeed, with agents already in 
place and their politics already 
known within the group they 
had infiltrated - it would be 
almost impossible for an 
informer known as militant and 
inflainatory to suddenly 
“change” from fratricidal hawk 
n>abve. - 


j ‘•They, told me qui te Irank^ 
; ¥iiat the Bureau iTrrofmera 
within the Black Panthers had 
; b^n told to align themselves 
with either the Cleaver faction 
or the Newton faction and 
intensify the split,” said one 
. college professor who had 
. consulted with Bureau officials, 
^ven in the Hoover Cointelpro 
termination memo. Hoover 
noted that “in exceptional 
jpstapces where it is considered. 
&njiiU!rthtelIigence acBonB'^ 1^ 
warranted... (such action) will 
' be considered on an individual 
basis.” 

The single most striking thing 
that comes to mind reviewing 
these Cointel programs is the 
almost universal success that 
they enjoyed. The New Left, the 
Communist Party. White Hate 
groups like the KKK and ’’Black 
extremists” like the Black 
Panthers have all been wracked 
with bloody factioning, schisms 
and leadership splits. It is a 
cliche today that the New Left 
factionalized itself to death; 
perhaps now more thought 
ought to be given to the hand of 
t he Buregy in all that. . . « 

. he bureau’s inflitration and 
tba resulting organizational 
corruption of the Communist 
Party is a story that millions 
learned from ”1 Led 3 Lives” on 
50s television. 

The story of the Bureau’s 
infiltration of the KKK is set 
forth in the 1970 book by the 
Bureau’s historian. Don 
Whitehead: ’“Attack on Terror, 
fthe FBI Against the KKK in 
Mississippi.” Objective 
analysis of Whitehead's story 
ahows that, even if Bureau 
policy on Cointel is negative, 
with infiltrators in place seeking 
information on criminal 
activities they invariably engage 
in ’’inspired action” for Cointel 
purposes. Spreading rumors, 
jgossip and factional hatred, 
'Whitehead says FBI infiltrators 
soon reduced Klan meetings to 
^bickering, distrust and 
wrangling over money,”

the Black Power groups, 
leadership squabbles, petty 
bickering. ■ bloody in-nghtlng 
(literally, with assassinations 
and gunplay between rival 
organizers and ideologues) 
reduced and finally destroyed 
every militant Black group, with 
the exception of the Black 
Muslims. 

On the white left, strangely, it 
is the Socialist Workers Party, 
an “old left” group, that seems 
to have best withstood 
the determined efforts of Bureau 
agents to fragment and 
demoralize • this despite the fact 
that the Bureau considered 
them a key target and had 
actually gone so far as to focus 
Cointel program directly against 
the group. (SWP now has a 
pending lawsuit in New York for 
aninjunction a g a i^n s ^ 
harr^sstitent, infiltration ind 
intimidation o( their members.) 

We have gone long past the 
point where any aware citizen 
could doubt that activists in 
dissident and minority political 
groups are subjected to 
surveillance, mailcover, 
wiretapping and infiltration. 
And when the President 
personally approves a policy of 
burglary - as Nixon admitted 
when he said he approved the 
Huston plan • little should 
surprise^ _ ^ , 

But still, it is diffi^lt to 
acknowledge tha scale inxt>)ved. 
Next to wiretapping, infiltrators 
and informers have drawn the 
most public attention. Yet for 
all the dozens of celebrated 
informers which the government 
has brought forword • from 
Douglas, to Lemmer, a state 
coordinator for the Vietnam 
Veteran Against the War, to 
Tom Mosher, a white who 
became., so important to the 
Fanthw that in 1971 ’*tliey 


to meet'" WM 1^ 
Weatherman rapresentatiyea ; 
without him present - there is 
still reason to believe that the 
surface is barely scratched. 

Almost all the informers who 
have been revealed are almost 
palpably crazy • schizoid 
paranoids; and there has been 
much talk that this is the 
standard species for the role. 
Unlikely. Long-standing Bureau 
policy has been to reveal only 
expendable infiltrators unless 
absolutely necessary to do 
otherwise.

^KUD THE CONTINUING controversy 
over the myriad of scandals that sur* 
round the battered Nixon administration 
jjthe disclosure that the Federal Bureau of 
' Investigation worked actively to de* 
stray New Left political groups may go 
largely unnoticed, 

According to Informed sources In the 
•^Justice Department, the FBI engaged In 
a widespread "counter-intelligence” pro- 
gram against leftist organizations from 
May 1968 to April 1971, 

It Is unfortunate that this recent reve- 
lation has been overshadowed, for Us 
long-term political significance may be 
far greater than that of the juiciest Wat- 
tergate detail. 

If these reports are true then It ap- 
pears that the American government has 
engaged In rather strange political be- 
havior for a nation that terms Itself a 
democracy and the leader of what Is 
euphemistically called the "free world”. 

fnie FBI apparently decided that 
groups of American citizens engaged In 
legitimate political activity constituted 
ft threat to the government and should 
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be cru.shed with whatever mcan.s, both 
legal and extra-legal, tliat were neces- 
sary, 

^OME ASPECT'S OF government efforts 
to destroy leftist organizing efforts 
were obvious. A series of conspiracy trials 
was launched by the government against 
radical activists. None of these trials re- 
sulted In conviction, but the government 
did force the left to channel much of Ifc 
energy Into the courts. I 

At the same time, covert operatloi^ 
were n.sed to undermine the left from 
jwlthln. Undercover FBI agents Infiltrated 
various political groups both In gain In- 
formation and to divide and disrupt. Re- 
portedly one function of these govern- 
ment provocateurs was tlie promotion of 
pointless violent action that provided 
right wing politicians like Nixon and Ag- 
new with plenty of ammunition for I he 
campaign trail. 

While It Is Impossible to attribute the 
decline of the New Left solely to this 
(fbi program. It Is clear that such gov- 
ernment action succeeded In disrupting 
the movement and cutting it off from 
possible allies in the American body 
politic. 

In Itself this brazen use of federal pow- 
er to dc.stroy political opposition Is 
shocking, but scon In the context of gov- 
ernment policies that wo\iId relegate con- 
stitutional liberties to the National Ar- 
chives, it Is horrifying.
